His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Japan  and  His  Majesty  the' 

King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain'  and  Ireland  and 
of  the  British  Dominloa!^  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India, 
being  desirous  to  strengthen  the  relations  of  amity  and  good 
understanding  which  happily  exist  between  them -and  between  their 
subjects,  and  to  facilitate  and  extend  the  commercial  relations 
between  their  tvo  connT.rloa,  have  resolved  to  conclude  a  Treaty 
of  Comneroe  and  Navigation  for  that  purpose,  and  have  named  as-  their 

Plenipotentiaries,  that  Is  bo  sayi  ,  .  *  . 

His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Japan,  His  Excellency  Monsieur 
TAKAAKI  KATO,  Jusammi,  First  Class  o\the  Order  of  the  Saered 
Treasure,  His  Imperial  Majesty* s  Ambassador  Extraordinary  and 
Plenipotentiary  at  the  Court  of  St.  James; 

And  His  Majesty  the  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  tho  British  Dominions  beyond  the 
Seas,  Emperor  of  India,  the  Rl;^ht  Honourable  Sir  EDWARD  GREY, 
a  Baronet  of  the  United  Kingdom,  a  Member  of  Parliament,  His 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their  respective 
full  Powers,  found  to  be  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  upon 
the  following  articles: —

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties

regard  to  native  subjects.  They  shall  also  be  permitted,  on  • 

oompllance  with  the  laws  of  the  country,  freely  to  export  the  ‘ 

proceeds  of  the  sale  of  their  property  and  their  goods  in 
general  without  being  subjected  as  foreigners  to  other  or 
higher  duties  than  those  to  which  subjects  of  the  country  would 

be  liable  under  similar  circumstances. 

6.  They  shall  enjoy  constant  and  complete  protection  and 
security  for  their  persons  and  property;  shall  have  free  and  easy  access 
to  the  Courts  of  Justice  and  other  tribunals  in  pursuit  and 

defence  of  tholr  claims  and  rights^  and  shall  have  full  liberty, 
equally  with  native  subjects,  to  choose  and  employ  lawyers  and 
advocates  to  represent  thorn  before  such  Courts  and  tribunals; 
and  genoralj.y  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  native 
subjects  in  nil  that  concerns  the  administration  of  justice. 

7.  They  sliall  not  be  compolled  to  pay  taxes,  feos,  charges, 
or  contrll.utlcns  of  rjiy  Iclnd  whatever,  other  or  hl^er  than  those 
which  are  or  may  be  paid  by  native  subjects  or  the  subjects  or 

citizens  of  tlie  most  favoured  ration. 

8.  And  they  shall  enjoy  a  oorfoct  equality  of  treatment 

with  native  subjects  In  all  that  relates  to  facilities  for 
warehousing  under  bond,  bountlon,  and  drawbacks. 

ASTICLE  2. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  In  the 

territories  of  tne  other  shall  be  exempted  from  all  compulsory 

military 
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military  sfrvloes,  whether  in  the  army,  navy,  national  guards 
or  militia;  from  all  contributions  liaposed  In  lieu  of  personaV^ 
service;  anJ  f.-rom  tJ.’.  fcrcod  loans  and  'ullltary  requisitions  or 
contributions  unless  imposed  on  them  equally  with  native  subjects 
as  owners,  lessees,  or  occupiers  of  Immovablo  property* 

In  the  above  respects  the  subjects  of  eadi  of  the  Hl^ 
Contracting  Parties  shall  not  be  accorded  In  the  territories  of 
the  other  less  favourable  treatment  than  that  which  is  or  meiy 
be  accorded  to  subjects  or  citisans  ax'  the  most  favoured  nation. 

AhriCLE  3* 

The  dwel7.1ngs,  warehouses,  nanufaotaries,  and  shops  of 
the  subjects  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  in  the 
territories  of  the  othei-,  and  all  premises  appertaliilng  thereto 
used  for  lawAtl  purposes,  shall  be  respected.  It  shall  not 
be  allowable  to  proceed  to  nuke  a  domiciliary  visit  to,  or  a 
search  of,  any  such  buildings  ard  premises,  or  to  examine  or 
Inspect  books,  papoj’s,  or  acco’irts,  except  under  the  condltlOiAi 
and  with  the  forms  proscribed  by  the  laws  for  native  subjects. 

AP.TICLE  4. 

Each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  may  appoint  Consuls-

navigation  as  are  or  may  be  enjoyed  by  native  subjects. 

•  ARTICLE  7. 

Articles,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  territories 
of  one  Hlga  Contracting  Party,  upon  importation  into  the  % 
territories  of  the  other,  from  whatever  place  arriving,  shall 
enjoy  the  lowest  rates  of  customs  duty  applicable  to  similar 

articles  of  any  other  foreign  origin. 

No  prohibition  or  restriction  sliall  be  maintained  or 
imposed  on  ths  importation  of  ary  article,  the  produce  or 
manufucl:uro  of  the  territories  of  either  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties,  into  the  territories  of  the  other,  from  whatever  place 
arrlvii'-g,  which  shall  not  oqually  extend  to  the  importation  of 
the  like  articles,  boJjig  tho  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  other 
foreign  country.  This  provision  is  not  applicable  to  the 
sanitary  or  "Jher  prohibitions  occasioned  by  the  necessity  of 
socurlng  thti  safety  of  persons,  or  of  cattle,  or  of  plants 
useful  to  at.rloultui  0.

The  articles,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  emonerated  in  Part  I  of  the  Schedule  annexed  to  this 
Treaty,  ohe.ll  not,  on  importation  into  Japan,  bo  subjected. to 
higher  customs  duties  than  those  specified  in  the  Schedule. 

The  articles,  the  produce  or  mannfacttire  of  Japan,

Contracting  Party,  and  thereupon  negotiations  for  the  purpose 
shell  be  entered  into  torthwi.th.  IS  the  negotiations  are  not 
brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion  within,  six  months  from  the 
dato  of  notificatjon,  the  High  Contracting  Party  which  gave, 
the  notification  may,  within  oho  month,  give  six  months' 
notloe  to  Rbro^ato  the  present  Artiole,  and  on  the  expiration 
of  such  notlco  the  present  Article  shall  cease  to  have  effect, 
without  prejudice  to  the  othsr  stipulations  of  this  Treaty.

Any  vessel  of  either  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  whldi 
may  be  compelled,  by  stress  of  weather  or  by  accident,  to  take 
shelter  in  a  port  of  the  other  shall  be  at  liberty  to  refit  therein, 
to  procure  all  necessary  stores,  and  to  put  to  sea  again,  without 
paying  any  dues  other  than  such  as  would  be  payable  in  the  like 
■  case  by  a  national  vessel.  In  case,  however,  the  master  of  a 
merchant-vessel  should  be  under  the  necessity  of  disposing  of  a. 
part  of  his  merchandise  in  ordei*  to  defray  the  expenses,  he  srfall  be 
bound  to  conform  to  the  Regulations  and  Tariffs  of  the  place  to  which 

ho  may  have  come. 

If  any  vessel  of  one  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  should  run 
aground  or  bo  wrecked  upon  the  coasts  of  the  other,  such  vessel,  and 
all  parts  thereof,  and  all  furniture  and  appurtenances  belonging 
•thereunto,  and  all  goods  and  morcliandise  saved  therefrom,  including 
any  which  may  have  been  cast  into  the  sea,  or  the  proceeds  thereof, 
if  sold,  as  we]_l  as  all  papers  found  on  board  such  stranded. or 
wrecked  vessel,  shall  be  given  up  to  the  owners  or  their  agents  when 
claimed  by  them.  If  there  are  no  such  ovmers  or  agents  on  the  spot, 
then  the  same  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Japanese  Or  British  Consular 

officer 
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officer  in  whose  district  the  vo'eck  or  stranding  may  have  taken 
place  upon  being  claimed  by  him  within  the  period  fixed  by  the 
laws  of  the  country,  and  such  Consular  officer,  owners,  or  agents 
shall  pay  only  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  preservation  of  the 
property,  together  with  the  salvage  or  other  expenses  which  would 
have  been  payable  in  the  like  case  of  a  vn'eck  or  stranding  of  a  national, 
vessel. 

The  High  Contracting  Partier  agree,  moreover,  that  merchandise 
saved  shall  not  be  subjected  to  the  payment  of  any  customs  duty 
unless  cleared  for  Internal  consumption. 

In  the  case  either  of  a  vessel  being  driven  in  by  stress  of 
weather,  run  aground,  or  wTscked,  the  respective  Consular 
officers  shall if  the  owner  or  master  or  other  agent  of  the  owner 
is  not  present,  or  is  present  and  requires  it,  be  authorized  to 
Interpose  in  order  to  afford  the  necessary  assistance  to  their 
fellow-countrymen. 

ARTICLE  24. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  agree  that,  in  all  that  concerns 
commerce,  navigation,  and  Industry,  any  favour,  privilege,  or 
Immunity  which  either  High  Contracting  Party  has  actually  granted, 
or  ma;/  hereafter  grant,  to  the  ships,  subjects,  or  citizens  of  any 
other  foreign  State  shall  be  extended  immediately  and  unconditionally 
to  the  ships  or  subjects  of  the  other  High  Contracting  Party,  it 
being  their  intention  that  the  commerce,  navigation,  and  Industry 
of  each  country  shall  be  placed  in  all  respects  on  the  footing  of  ^ 
the  most  favoured  nation.
